Ottawa, November 2lst— Canadian 
farmers are assured of increased sales 
of their products to Britain during the 
coming year. In the house of commons, 
Hon, J. G. Gardiner, minister of agri- 
culture, has given particulars of the 
arrangements he made with the Uritish 
Ministry of food on his recent visit to 
London, Aside from wheat, agreements 
have been made for the export to Bri- 
tain of bacon, cheese, canned foods, 
fish, etc., to the value of $105,000,000. 
In this bitter life and death struggie 
to free the world from Nazi tyranny, 
Britain looksto Canada for a_ contin- 
uous supply of essential foodstuffs 
which are as much the sinews of war 
as munitions and planes. Cheese 
stands high among these essentials, 
and Britain has agreed to take 112 
million pounds of Canadian cheese in 
the coming year compared with 90 
million pounds in the past year. 


Britain has agreed to buy from Can- 
ada a minimum of 485 million pounds 
of bacon (Wiltshire sides) and by-pro- 
ducts with an aggregate vaiue of 
nearly $70,000,000, an increase of ab 
Out $10,000,000 over the past year. 
Canada has now definitely taken in 
the bacon market of Britain the place 
of Denmark which prior to the war 
supplied Britain with over half her 
bacon imports. The price which the 
British will pay for the bacon will, Mr 
Gardiner said, “hold a favorable rela- 
tionship to last year’s average price.” 
Canada will also sell to Britain $3,- 
750,000 worth of evaporated milk, 
$4,540,000 worth of canned and pro- 
cessed fruits and wegetables, and 
$12,050,000 worth of canned and fro- 
zen fish. All these sales represent a 
substantial increase on last year. But- 
ter, poultry and eggs, if purchased by 
the British, will be bought through 
the usual channels, The British do not 
want to buy butter to an amount that 
would curtail Canada’s shipments of 
cheese, and poultry has to be classed 
in these days of belt tightening as 
something of a luxury. 

The minister of agriculture did not 
make an agreement on wheat. He said, 
however, that in recent months Bri- 
tish purchases of wheat have been 
seventy per cent of Canadian origin, 
and he suggested to the British that 
the same ratio might continue. If it 
did, this would mean an annual sale to 
Britain of 160,000,000 bushels. Lcoking 
to the future, Mr Gardiner calculated 
prospects for teh next five years in 
the following way. With an average 
crop of 380,000,000 busbels, the five 
year crop total would be 1,900,000,000. 
bushels. Adding this year’s carryover 
of 280,000,000 there would be for tue 
five years 2,180,000,000 bushels avail- 
able for domestic and world markets. 
If teh present domestic consumption 
of 140,000,000 bushels annually were 
placed at a more reasonable figure of 
160,000,000, the consumption in Can- 
ada would be 800,000,000 bushels, 
while British purchases would amount 
to a similar figure. If the British 
blockade continued for two years, he 
estimated in the succeeding three 
years about 480,000,000 bushels would 
be needed for the countries now 
blockaded. If the present sales of 30,- 
000,000 bushels annually to countries 
outside Europe continued, the full 
available supplies of teh five years 
on the basis of his estimate would be 
disposed of. He did not feel that farm- 
era should hold a pessimistic view of 
the future although the financing of un- 


gold stocks in the five years would 
likely cost the government over 
$600,000,000. 


The British blockade of Europe was 
essential to victory. “Having witnessed 
the bombardment of Britain", Mr 
Gardiner said, “I would not remain in 
any government of Canada which 
would seek markets for farm products 
anywhere in the world if their market 
ing would in avy way tend to weaken 
Britain’s blockade of Europe.” It is 
our duty, he said “to place the food 
supplies available for the Bmpire 


‘through the Food and Shipping minis 


tries of Britain.” In return he ‘felt the 
British should give for these supplies, 


“sufficient to make it possible for cu 


farmers to carry Cn producing supplies 


which are greatly needed and may ! 
even more essential 
tory.”

He suggested the ap- 
pointment of two committees oi the 
house who wculd report on the exact 
position of the military, naval and air 
forces and on the production of war 
materials and equipment. His attack 
of the government’s war policy was 
made on a wide front, and he posed a 
number cf specific questions which he 
requested should be answered in the 
house by the ministers in direct 
charge of Canada’s war program. He 
considered, for one thing, that the 3)

day military training of Canadian 
youth was inadequate. In the Senate, 
Conservative Leader Meighen also 


said that the 30 day training was “a 
waste of money, of substance and hu 
man energy.” 

The prime minister describing the 
present war situation and outlining 
Canada’s growing contribution to the 
cause said— “I should like to remind 
the house that the only limits the gov- 
ernment is prepared to place upon 
Canada’s war effort are those imposed 
by teh extent of our resources, both 
human and material, and by our cap- 
acity for sacrifice. ‘“We will make 
financia!ly pcssible the utmost effort 
the Canadian people are physically 
and morally capable of making.” The 
harmony of sentiment between the 
British Commonwealth and the United 
States which found expression in the 
rapidly expanding material air from 
the United States and the measures 
of joint defence for this continent, far 
surpassed in ultimate importance the 
formations of the triple axis (Germany, 
Italy and Japan).

For more than two centur- 
ies the Church in England has sus- 
tained and supported her daughter 
Church here with generous gifts, But 
now that Mother Church is at war for 
her very life. Her sacred and time- 
honored shrines are being bombed 
and desecrated by Nazi barbarity. Bui 
not only are her ancient landmarks 
being so wantonly destroyed but her 
resources are being sadly drained. 
Her sons and daughters are freely 
pouring their treasuries into the cof- 
fers of their government. Those gen- 
erous hearts who for so many years 
gladly, willingly supported mission 
work in Canada and elsewhere find 
that they no longer can continue to do 
so, And so the Mother Church turns 
to her daughter Church in Canada, as 
one of her grown-up children ,asking

and patriotic opportunity. 

Not 
only tor the first time in our history, 
have we been placed on our own re- 
sources, But people outside the 
Church and inactive members within 
are thinking about the Church's mean- 
ing for the world as never before. 
Realizing this, the Diocese of Calgary 
is inaugurating a great Forward Move- 
ment this Advent— a Diocesanwide 
eifort of Renewal and Rededication. 
Then on the following Sunday, the 
first Sunday in Advent, special serv- 
ices will be held in all churches, thru- 
out the Diocese. Bishop Sherman 
has issued the following call to al! his

on the “Principle of Population’. 
Summarized, his conclusion was that

He pointed 
out that wheat countries are more pop 
ulous than pasture countries, and rice 
countries populous than

said a country’s happin 
ess depends upon the 
which the population and food bear to 
each other, According to the Malthus 
ian idea, Canada’s population should 
increase by leaps and bounds because 
the Dominion has huge supplies of hu 
man food and ber farmers the ability 
to increase production at a rapid pace, 
Alberta farmers, increas 
ed the production of hogs by half «4 
million within a scant year. In the last 
three years, new breaking in Alberta 
totalled over 900,000 acres, Production 
of poultry, cattle and dairy products 
in Alberta could easily be doubled. 

But what is the use of all this in 
creased production if markets are not 
available, and all will admit there is 
no market so secure and profitable as 
the domestic one, 

Farmers are not so particularly 
concerned with the price of their pro 
ducts. But they are concerned about 
what their pproducts will buy. If five 
bushels of wheat will buy a pair of 
fairly good shoes, the farmer may buy 
two pair for his family and  himselt 
during the year. But, if it takes ten 
bushels to buy a pair of shoes, the 
furm family may have to scrape 
through the year with only one pair 
apiece. If a larger amount of immi- 
grants were to come to Canada and 
engage in manufacturing, the trend 
would be tor a lowering of prices of 
inanufactured goods. This would in- 
crease the purchasing power of farm- 
ers, Who would be glad to exchange 
cheap food frr low priced manufactur- 
ed goods. 

Great Britain achieved a degree of 
prosperity through extensive manufac- 
turing and the exchange of !ow priced 
goods for food from the western hem- 
isphere, Europe followed the British 
idea, But the nations of the western 
hemisphere undertook to establish 
manufacturing plants of their own, 
This curtailed the long established 
idea of trade between the Old and the 
New World. 

Canada is expanding her manufac- 
turing at a tremendous rate at the pre- 
sent time. Thus it seems that an un- 
limited market for Canadian food pro- 
ducts in Europe cannot be looked for- 
ward to. A much greater proportion of 
our surplus agricultural products 
must be disposed of domestically. This 
means that the urban population must 
increase, principally through immigra- 
tion,

IN VIEW of the frequent statements 
that Ernest Bevin will be Britain’s 
next Prime Minister, succeeding Win- 
ston Churchill when he gives up the 
reins of office the following article 
Will have special interest. 

It is not, | think, an exaggeration to 
say that no appointment in the Church- 
ill government was more warmly wel- 
comed or has given rise to greater ex- 
pectations than that of Mr Ernest Be- 
vin, General Secretary of the Trans- 
port and General Workers’ Union, as 
Minister of Labor and National Ser- 
vice. With him, aggressive and deter- 
mined trade unionism enters into one 
of the pivotal administrative posts. A 
workers’ leader takes over the man- 
power of the nation. By universal ac 
claim he is the right man in the right 
Place. 

Mr Bevin is in his early sixties. All 
his life he has been a trade unionist. 
Entering the Transport Workers as a 
boy, he not only became its general 
secretary, he has been the architect of 
its advance to the position of the most 
powerful union in the country. 

Physically a big man, Mr Bevin 
takes big views. He has been interest- 
ed in large themes. He is not the kind 
or organizer who cannot see the wood 
for the trees. He is not, either, the 
kind of man who sees his own point 
of view only. Part of his strength is 
his ability to get into the minds of the 
men on the other side of the table, 
He has grasped the fact that the mod- 
ern trade union leader must be = a 
statesman if he is to be successful, 
He must understand the problems ot 
tariffs and currency. He must see the 
significance of the new forms of indus- 
trial combination, Ie must grasp the,

of the forces of aggression had beet 
halted by the indomitable spirit ol 
the British people. It was promised 
that opportunity would be afforded 
for the fullest discussion of Canada’s 
war effort. The Speech also stated that 
the measures to be submitted would 
be those that the advisors of His lx 
cellency considered necessary for the 
Welfare of the country and for the 
prosecution of the war to the very ut- 
most of Canada’s strength. 

The full dress debate started by Mr 
Brooke Claxton of Montreal 
that; 

“We His Majesty’s most dutiful and 

“loyal subjects, the House of C.m 

“mons of Canada in parliament 

“assembled, beg leave to offer our 

“humble thanks for the 

“speech which Your Excellency has 

“addressed to both Houses of Parl 

“jament.” 

In presenting the Motion, he 
sed the fact that the courage and for- 
itude of the men and women of Brit- 
ain had won teh admiration of the 
world, The spirit of Britain was re- 
vealed anew in the miracle ot Dun 
kirk, and re-affirmed each day by the 
ordinary citizen’s attitude to the worst 
the enemy could do. In all recorded 
history there are few examples of hero 
ism so great as that which has stop- 
ped the onward rush of the evil forces 
loosened on the continent of Europe. 

Next to Great Britain, Canada is the 
strongest power fighting the enemy 
today, and the record shows the stup 
endous effort she is making. To the 
service in teh Air, land and Naval for- 
ces 200,000 Canadians have streamed 
from the farms, mines, offices univer- 
sities and professions. The number 
has doubled in the last six months. 
The ordinary expenditure during the 
first year of teh war will be 450 mil- 
lion dollars. The war expenditure will 
be 940 million. This last figure is 
twice the amount of the cost during 
the last year of the Great War 1, It is 
hoped that two-thirds of these am- 
ounts will come from taxation and 
one third from the internal loans that 
have already been made. 

The Premier of the Dominion 
taken a great part in the war policy, 
and on September 18th, Mr Winston 
Churchill cabled the following to him, 
in part; 

“lam very glad to have this oppo) 
tunity of thanking you personally fo) 
all you have done for the common 
cause and especially in promoting the 
harmony of sentiment throughout the 
New World. This deep understanding 
will be a dominant factor in the res 
cue of Europe from «2 relapse into the 
dark ages.” 

There are 21 Members of the House 
in military service, and of that num 
ber seven are French Canadians from 
the Province of Quebec. 

Mr Claxton concluded by 
that this parliament and this 
are united in the confidence that we 
can overcome all obstacles and that 
out of the ordeal of fire we can forage 
a new and a better Canada that will 
endure long after Hitler and his hordes 
have gone to their dismal end.
